«âVK?>v~ One of the things that we arc most strongly warned against 
when we start work on the "Daily" is the use of overworked ad- 
: jectives and expressions. Many of these words and expressions 
were, in their youth, quite virile representatives of good diction, 
; but, wliat with overwork and constant use, they have become 
enfeebled and decrepit., fit only for lighter tasks of expression. 
Tn:iact, considering the shameful manner in which a few of these 
worâsîpS'e overworked, it is a wonder that social workers and 
^professional reformers have not had legislation passed with a 
iiiSii^ view of lightening their lot. 

Consider for instance the words "nice", "good", "fine". 
What do they mean? No more than the words "a good time 
was had by all" means in the writeiip of a social function. Or 
that poor drudge "interesting". Prof. So-and-so gave an "in- 
teresting" address, the Science Undergrad. held an "interesting" 
meeting. 

But to get right down to it, how much of this slavedriving 
of^OTMiïsïréaïiy due to paucity of vocabulary and how, much 
to oiir own egotism? We describe something, not with a view to 
enlighten our listeners, but to inform them of our own opinions. 
' Wie describe Prof. So-and-so's lecture as a very "interesting" 
•- ad'dress but how much does that tell any body else about it? No- 
thing except that we ourselves found it rather entertaining. 
Was it learned, ei-udite, scholarly, fluently spoken? A show is 
described as "awfully good", but it is left to the listener to ima- 
i gine, whether it is good because of the costumes, the scenery, the 
^^ng, or the moral lesson it sought to impart. We seldom stop 
to consider that what will be'very entei'taining to ourselves may 
be quite unattractive to another. The informant is only anxious 
-—"—to let it be known that the play impressed him favourably and 
to prejudice other's ideas in advance. 

It would possibly be more than human to .refrain from 
s,^ coloui'ing description with our bias, but though such colouring is 
not desirable it is verj' much better than the absolutely colour- 
less description so often found. A true description should be 
given seeing that we only learn by communicating our ideas one 
w'ith another.

I5ay, clii.lni 
U)u.t any .of his ancestors oanii; from 
Newfoundland. Howevei- tii)iii<: uf his 
«n<-cslors on his mother' .s a ile liiul 
bttn fishermen anil possiibly they had 
viaiir.d the Colony. Perlinp.s, loo, 
another ancestor, who had been a pir- 
ate, had seen tho country, iilthough 
It w;jK 1101 probable.

By the decision to devote Itself prin- 
cipally to the training of graduates In 
research work, Johns Hopkins uni- 
versity returns to tho policy of 4ts 
founders.- This ihardy stop Involves 
Oio gradual elimination lof a, thriving 
oollege, now having more than a thou- 
aand Vandidateg for tho A.B. degree, 
and the sacrifice of the loyalty of 
many .a staunch alumnus. . 

From the scholaatlcYpoîint ^f view the 
advantage of tho move moiro than Jjat- 
anco the loss «f picturesque, under- 
graduate activities. Many institu- 
tions furniah collegiate atmosphere, 
but not tho opportunity for earnest 
■study which presents itself at Johns 
Hopkins. In universities "whlob com- 
bine the functions of graduate . and 
'undergraduate instruction/ th© college 
man often looks with .suapiclon on the 
'older ntudcnt who Is so obviously and 
completely engrossed In bookish work 
At best, the two sections of the college 
world pursue their diverse interesta 
interfering with ono another as .little 
as possible. Rut In tho classroom, 
friction davclop.H bet-ween tho need of 
mature and tho capacillci» ot Im- 
mature minds. 

At .lohns Hopkins* Is now eataWlsh- 
ed a, havon for troso oxcoplonal «oulfl 
who are lin.fplrod by a pure lovo of 
learning. Thcro, profeesors can aet a 
pace to suit the advanced atudent. 

But from the human standpoint, the 
dangr>r of lover-BpecloJimtilon oxiata to 
a great degree In a tinlvcrslty of 
graduates. 'With tho efficient elimina- 
tion of friction between tho scholar 
and tihc simple seeker of a buccalaure. 
ato degreft dovotceu of ihighcr learning 
are '^^t to.losOiOj^jofj^clwfow re- 
miilnlng contn.ol a^viiiWne^world . Just 
thlH lacli of varied experlonco prevents 
tho soholnr from bucomlng a great 
tcaoher. Since, tho Aniorican plan of 
advanced study -well nigh oxchidea its 
fnllowern from the unthcarl'/.ed actions 
of iheir fellow men, it I» to a certain 
degree Incomplete. '
